Police looking for witnesses to 
fatal collision in Mississauga 


Peel Police’s Major Colli- 
sion Bureau is seeking pub- 
lic help to find witnesses af- 
ter a fatal collision occurred 
on Hurontario Street and 
Ambassador Drive in Mis- 
sissauga. 

On Wednesday, June 28, 
at approximately 6:55 a.m., 
a black Kia was travelling 
southbound on Hurontar- 
io Street before turning left 
onto Ambassador Drive. At 
the same time, a grey Ford 
pickup truck was travelling 
northbound on Hurontario 
Street and collided with the 
Kia. 


Dale Leneve, a 58 year-old 
male from Milton who was 
sitting in the front passen- 
ger seat of the Kia, was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 

The driver of the Kia suf- 
fered serious but non-life 
threatening injuries, and 
was transported to a Toron- 
to trauma centre. 

The driver of the Ford 
pickup truck received minor 
injuries and he was trans- 
ported to a local hospital. 

Investigators are appeal- 
ing for witnesses who may 
have seen the collision, have 
dashboard video footage of 


the incident, or who may 
have information regarding 
the actions of the drivers 
prior to the collision.

New charges laid against

cades. 

On Monday, June 26, 
2017, Knill was arrested 
and charged with one count 
of Sexual Assault and one 
count of Sexual Exploita- 
tion. 

He was released on a 


promise to appear and is 
scheduled to appear at the 
Ontario Court of Justice in 
Brampton on July 31, 2017. 

Knill taught at Mead- 
owville Secondary School 
from 1991 — 1993, Brama- 
lea Secondary School from 
1993 — 2002, Chinguacousy 
Secondary School from 
2002 — 2004 and Turner 
Fenton Secondary School 
from 2004 to present.

Despite that, Evans is 
pleased to be returning and 
credits staff for what the 
force has accomplished.

I 
would like to thank all 
of our employees and 
the community for their 
unwavering support. I am 
very proud to have such a 
strong team behind me,” 
she said.

become homeowners, 
and thanked Habitat GTA 
vice-president | Thomas 
Fisher and his team for 
overseeing the project. 

The project will provide 
affordable housing to 
10 working, low-income 
families. The families, who 
must pay the no-interest 
mortgage, qualify under 
HFH’s criteria. 

They are expected to 
move in by the end of 
summer 2018. 


“With an extreme 
shortage of affordable 
housing options across 
the GTA, it’s important 


for us to start building in 
Caledon,” said Thomas. 

It was also a_ special 
day for Wafaa Talha of 
Brampton, a future Habitat 
homeowner. Wafaa, her 
husband Muhammed and 
their three sons were on 
hand to take part in the 
ceremony. 

Wafaa, Muhammad and 
15-year old son Rvaha 


have completed about 
350 hours of the required 
500 sweat equity hours 
needed for the project, via 
their volunteer work at 
Habitat’s ReStore location 
and another build site. 
Partners such as the 
Region of Peel and 
the Town of Caledon, 
along with support from 
corporations, individuals 
and volunteers have been 
helping to make decent, 
affordable homes through 
Habitat a reality for local 


families. 

“T have had the personal 
pleasure of notifying a few 
of the families that they 
will be moving in, and 
hearing what having a 
decent, affordable place to 
call home and raise their 
children means to them. 
It’s truly inspiring,” said 
Fischer. 

According to HFHGTA, 
one in five households in 
the GTA lives in “over- 
crowded, substandard or 
unaffordable —_— housing.”

Addressing poverty solu- 
tions with big and bold solu- 
tions was the message deliv- 
ered during United Way’s 
2017 Annual General Meet- 
ing, held Tuesday morning 
at the Courtyard Marriott in 
Brampton. 

More than 150 communi- 
ty advocates and non-profit 
leaders came out to learn 
more about the organi- 
zation’s future goals and 
initiatives, in addition to 
recognizing community 
partners and_ exceptional 
volunteers. 

The organization an- 
nounced that it had deliv- 
ered more than $10.7 mil- 
lion dollars in community 
investment to over 200,000 
residents in Peel via 53 
agencies. The full break- 


down includes $2.7 million 
invested in child and youth 
programs and more than 
$3.4 million in programs 
that help those in poverty. 

“Everyone deserves a 
chance at a better future, 
and that’s influenced every 
decision we’ve made,” said 
interim President Anita 
Stellinga, who spoke about 
the organization’s mandate 
to deliver effective solutions 
to homelessness and youth 
issues. 

To that end, Board Chair 
Tom Dyck announced that 
United Way of Peel had 
signed a Memorandum of 
Understanding to merge 
with the Toronto-York 
branch, in a move similar 
to other mergers between 
UW divisions in Ontario. 
Dyck said that the move is

being done so that the orga- 
nization can better commu- 
nicate their business plans 
and take advantage of in- 
novations within the digital 
landscape.

centre where he was pro- 
nounced dead. 

Police Cnst. Mark Fisher 
says there were witnesses, 
“and we’re speaking with 
them and interviewing 
them at this point.” 

Diamond Cabaret closed 
at 2 a.m., and police say 
they’re not aware of what 
happened between the 
shooter and the victim pri- 
or to the altercation outside 
the club. 

As for who was in the 
club at the time of the 
shooting, Fisher says, 
“There were workers. The 
owner has been spoken to 
by police as well. There 
were some (workers) clean- 
ing up.” 

Police say they may 
release the name of the 
victim Friday. 

Fisher is well familiar 


with that area of Mississau- 
ga in which the shooting 
took place. Despite the 
history of gang related 
activity connected to strip 
clubs, Fisher says the club 


has been free of serious acts 
of violence. 

“T can’t recall a shooting 
or homicide happening 
there in the recent past,” 
he said.

Underground LRT station planned for Port Credit

Port Credit is set to get 
an underground light-rail 
station. 

The news was announced 
by Mississauga Ward 1 
Councillor Jim Tovey on 
Tuesday evening, after a 
presentation by Metrolinx 
staff at City Council’s 
general committee meeting. 

With Metrolinx 
announcing that the 
Hurontario Light Rail 
Transit Project is moving 
into the next stage of the 
procurement process, Tovey 
took to Twitter to share 
news about the proposed 
underground station. 

The proposed LRT stop 
at Port Credit GO will 
be reconfigured into an 
underground station with 
a civic plaza on top of it. 
Stairway and elevator access 
will be available to the 
underground portion. 
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The committee’s report 
also proposes a_ separate 
portal on the west side of 
Hurontario Street to allow 
for pedestrian and cycling 
traffic, and further extension 
of the system south under 
Park Street if required. 

Included in the report is a 
staff proposal for additional 
design refinements that 
go beyond the _ initial 
project scope, including 
the development of an 
enhanced corridor design 
for Duke of York Boulevard, 
a context-sensitive design 
for stops near the Britannia 
Lands and a proposal for a 
separate LRT structure at 
the Highway 403 crossing to 
alleviate traffic concerns. 

The announcement 
comes three weeks after 
the City announced it had 
shortlisted three build 
teams, comprised of a dozen 
firms, to compete for the 
contract to design and build 


the LRT system. 

In a statement released 
Tuesday, the City said that 
they have been refining the 
design to address concerns 
prior to the next phase of 
the process. Joe Perrotta of 
the LRT Project Office said 
that an agreement will need 
to be in place with Metrolinx 
and Infrastructure Ontario 
before a successful bid team 
can be identified. 

Additional municipal 
infrastructure upgrades 
were suggested by city staff 
as part of the procurement 
process, in order to have a 
set commitment on funding. 
These upgrades include 
new and upgraded storm 
sewers, added noise walls 
and backup systems at all 
signalized intersections. 

A final approval of the 
report will be made on July 
5 at City Council.

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Rant shone a light 
on rapid pace of 
demographic change

The recent disturbing rant 
by a mother at a Mississauga 
medical clinic demanding to 
see a white doctor who spoke 
English sparked YouTube- 
fuelled backlash around the 
world against racism and 
intolerance. 

A smartphone video of 
the racist incident shot by 
another patient at the clinic 
went viral on social media 
and got 60,000 views by the 
next day around the world. 

Liberal media piled on 
the unfortunate incident 
to promote their views of 
openness, diversity and 
inclusion while immigration 
activists decried white 
Canadians’ intolerant 
attitude towards newcomers. 

But aside from the raw 
emotions it evoked, the 
“white doctor” rant also 
shone a light on an issue that 
few are willing to debate—the 
rapid pace of demographic 
change in the country and 
whether the 300,000-plus 
people who come to Canada 
each year is the right amount 
to satisfy the country’s 
economic needs. 

Certainly there is racism 
and intolerance in all 
communities—recent 
immigrants included. Just 
ask anyone who has come 
to Canada from war-ravaged 
Syria, Iraq, Afghanistan, 
South Sudan and_ other 
troubled or impoverished 
countries in the developing 
world. 

Let me_ be — clear. 
Immigration in general is a 
great thing for Canada. 

I'm an immigrant myself 
from a small town in the 
Trentino region of northern 
Italy, and I experienced the 
same kind of intolerance 
when I arrived as a small 
child in the 1950s as today’s 
newcomers face. But because 
of demographic realities—

lower birth rates among 
traditional Canadians— 
this country badly needs 
immigrants to help sustain 
the economy and revitalize 
the labour pool. 

We don’t want to face the 
same future as Japan— an 
aging population, declining 
birth rate and immigration 
restrictions— that threaten 
to cut its population by a 
third over the next 50 years. 
But the pace of immigration 
in Canada must be better 
managed and more work 
needs to be done to help 
integrate new Canadians into 
society. 

All Canadians also need 
to learn more about the 
history, cultures and historic 
divisions in far-off countries 
to help them understand 
immigrants and their 
motivation for choosing 
Canada as their new home. 

Troubles occurred in the 
past when large waves of 
immigration undermined 
support for newcomers. We 
live in a more tolerant world 
today, so those kinds of 
restrictions would be nearly 
impossible to impose. But 
there’s no doubt that fear of 
widespread immigration has 
gripped some around the 
country. 

It might not be a bad idea 
to revisit Canada’s policy 
of multiculturalism—_ the 
idea of a community of 
communities that leads many 
immigrants to integrate more 
slowly than they should into 
general society. Immigrants 
also should try to adapt their 
cultures to fit with broader 
Canadian values of tolerance, 
equality of women and 
human rights. 

It’s also up to government, 
academics, journalists and 
citizens to look realistically 
at immigration and _ its 
positive impact on Canada 
and help dismiss many of 
the misconceptions that have 
cropped up over the years. 

It’s not true that 


newcomers are a drain on 
Canada’s. social welfare 
and health systems. Most 
are well educated, with 
skills in demand and the 
ability to succeed on their 
own without the help of 
government. 

Its false to believe 
immigrants don’t want to 
work. Ask any business in 
the Alberta oilsands, B.C. 
lumber sector or Ontario’s 
auto parts and high-tech 
firms about where they 
would be without the 
thousands of workers in 
the foreign worker program 
who filled jobs Canadians 
did not want or didn’t have 
the skills to get. 

Immigrants are nottaking 
jobs Canadians should have. 
Many newcomers work in 
sectors where there is a 
skills shortage and many 
economic immigrants bring 
significant investment into 
the country— in housing, 
small business, education 
and technology. 

Looking ahead, the 
wave of immigration will 
grow even more intense as 
our population ages and 
the country is forced to 
replenish its labour force. 
For nearly four decades, 
immigration to Canada 
has ranged from 225,000 
to about 275,000 a year— 
excluding annual refugee 
totals. 

Its up to ordinary 
Canadians to be 
more inclusive and 
understanding, knowing 
that they and _ their 
ancestors faced the same 
hurdles when they came 
to this country generations 
ago. 

My — two 
daughters—__ typical of 
their generation— grew 
up mixing with other 
cultures in school and in 
the workplace and now 
easily navigate among all 
ethnic groups effortlessly. 
You won't find them asking 
for a “white doctor”, and 
that provides hope for the 
future.

Mayor and MPPs welcome 
OMB reforms in Brampton

The Ontario Municipal 
Board’s proposed reforms 
will be a welcome sight for 
local businesses and home- 


owners, local politicians 
said at a press conference in 
Brampton. 


Mayor Linda Jeffrey ap- 
plauded the changes this 
past Wednesday during 
a media event in Garden 
Square, as Municipal Affairs 
Minister Bill Mauro an- 
nounced proposed reforms 
to the OMB and provincial 
land use plans. 

The OMB deals municipal 
applications and appeals on 
land use planning, financial 
issues relates to develop- 
ments, land expropriation 
and other municipal issues. 
With the advent of new legis- 
lation by the Ontario govern- 
ment, the OMB will be re- 
placed with a Local Planning 
Appeal Tribunal, which will 
give communities a greater 
stake in local issues. 

Munro also announced 
updates to four provincial 
land use plans for the Great- 
er Golden Horseshoe (GGH) 
area in southern Ontario. Vic 
Dhillon (MPP - Brampton 


West) and Harinder Malhi 
(MPP - Brampton Springda- 
le) echoed the mayor’s senti- 
ments that the changes will 
be good for Brampton. 

On June 1, the Niagara 
Escarpment Plan came into 
effect, which follows the up- 
dated Growth Plan for the 
Greenbelt Plan and the Oak 
Ridges Moraine Conserva- 
tion Plan that will come into 
effect on July 1. 

“In a fast-growing city like 
Brampton, we welcome the 
updated growth plan and the 
proposed reforms of the land 
use planning appeal system, 
which will bring decisions to 
the local level and we believe 
will strengthen transparency 
and accountability,” Jeffrey 
said. 

Communities—at the local 
level— will have a stronger 
voice in their planning and 
development of their neigh- 
bourhoods, the place where 
they live, work and _ play. 
Replacing the OMB with 
the Local Planning Appeal 
Tribunal will “ensure people 
have access to faster, fairer 
and more affordable hear- 
ings,” Mauro said. 


At 600,000 people, 


Brampton is the ninth larg- 
est city in Canada, and the 
second fastest growing city 
in Canada: Brampton is ex- 
pected to grow to nearly one 
million residents by 2041. 

During the two years of 
planning that went into 
these updates, the Province 
heard from various stake- 
holders, including the City 
of Brampton. 

“The city played an active 
role in the province’s Ontar- 
io Municipal Board public 
consultations process. The 
proposed Bill has taken into 
consideration many of the 
issues raised by the City in 
our December submission 
including providing more 
clarification on how appeals 
will be scoped better to ad- 
dress issues relating to land 
use decisions and provin- 
cially funded transit,” Jef- 
frey said. 

Dhillon, says the area has 
been identified as an urban 
growth centre. “The Growth 
Plan for the Greater Golden 
Horseshoe will help us make 
this into a complete commu- 
nity with a range of housing 
options for all incomes and 
family sizes,” Dhillon said. 
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Square One Older Adult 
Centre rebrands and 
moves to nearby mall

The Square One Older 
Adult Centre has a new 
name - and a new lease on 
life. 

City of Mississauga 
staff announced Thursday 
afternoon that the Older 
Adult Centre will be 
relocating to the second 
floor of Central Parkway 
Mall, located at the corner 
of Burnamthorpe Road and 
Central Parkway East. The 
centre will also rebrand 
itself as the Active Adult 
Centre of Mississauga 
(AACM), effective once the 
move is complete. 

The change of venue 
comes as the current 
lease in Square One is 
due to expire at the end of 
September. 

“The City along with 
SOOAC’s Board of 
Directors agreed that 
Central Parkway Mall 
meets the requirements 
identified by members 
and would accommodate 
the group’s future 
growth,” said Mississauga 
Recreation Director Shari 
Lichterman 

The renovated space is 
intended to accommodate 
both existing and new 
social, educational, 
recreational, health and 
multicultural programs 
and services. The new 
space also provides further 
growth opportunities. 

The City will lease the 
space for a minimum of five 
years, and the Active Adult 
Centre wil be responsible 
for the operation and 
management, including 
operating costs. 

“T was thrilled that 
we were able to find an 
alternative downtown 
space for the Centre 
to continue to provide 
programs and activities 
for older adults in 
Mississauga,” said Ward 4 
Councillor John Kovac. 

Recent Census data 
concluded that the 
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Mississauga downtown 
core is home to 

roughly one-quarter of 
Mississauga’s 55-plus 
population that lead active 
lifestyles, according to 
Kovac. He explained that 
the older adult population 
in the area is expected 

to grow within the next 
decade, and a new location 
was needed that allows 
for increased growth and 
accessibility. 

The Central Parkway 
Mall site will include 
a multi-purpose café 
space, technology centre, 
private rooms for health 
& wellness services, an 
auditorium and multi- 
purpose program rooms. 

Since 1992, SOOAC 
operated out of the lower 
level of Square One 
Shopping Centre. Oxford 
Properties Group, who 
manages and co-owns the 
shopping centre, has not 
officially announced future 
plans for the space. 

“While we've spent the 
last 25 years at Square 
One, we’re excited to create 
new memories in our 
new space,” said SOOAC 
board president Joan 
Crews. “We're grateful 
to the City of Mississauga 
for working closely with 
us to find a location that 
accommodates the wide 
array of programs and 
services that we provide.” 

Square One will also be 
providing $200,000 to 
cover costs associated with 
the transition to the new 
site. 

“This monetary 
contribution will be put 
towards providing ongoing 
opportunities for older 
adults to live their best 
life by staying active, 
healthy and connected,” 
said Square One General 
Manager Greg Taylor. 

The relocation is set to 
take place in late fall.

Vacant rebates Bieaa 


hot topic at council

Peel Regional Council 
has voted to phase out a tax 
rebate program that allowed 
malls like Square One to 
offset the cost of dealing 
with bankrupt retailers. 

Since 1998, the Vacant 
Unit Rebate Program 
allowed owners of vacant 
commercial and industrial 
buildings and land in Peel 
to get a 30 per cent property 
tax rebate. 

The property manager 
for Mississauga’s biggest 
mall appeared before 
Regional Council asking the 
municipality to amend, not 
scrap the program. 

Elena Price says there 
used to be a few closures 
a year at the Square One 
Shopping Centre, but 


changing trends are 
pushing more _brick-and- 
mortar operations into 
insolvency. 

“Alone in 2017. to 
date, we already have 10 
retailers that have filed for 
bankruptcy at Square One, 
five of those which have 
already closed. The balance 
will close in the rest of the 
year.” 

“Our teams are incurring 
a significant amount of cost 
that are incurred when 
these stores close,” she said. 

Price puts the blame 
squarely on _ Internet 
shopping —_ which has 
exploded in popularity in 
recent years. 

“There’s an exponential 
growth in online shopping

which has critically 
impacted the sales coming 
through our retailers at our 
shopping centres.” 

Square One argued in 
favor of the Vacant Unit 
Rebate Program, which 
helps shopping centres 
offset the cost of having 
retailers close down. “In 
most bankruptcy cases, 
empty units are vacated, 
leaving the landlord with 
any unplanned costs, 
dismantling storefront 
signs, installing window 
graphics” and other 
expenses, Price said. 

A report dated June 8, 
2017 says the program may 
be a “deterrent to vibrant 
communities and _ that 
eliminating the rebate may 


encourage more creative 
ways of filling vacancies.” 
The rebate may be a good 
thing for large shopping 
centres, but Mississauga 
Ward 11 Councillor George 
Carlson says it’s left other 


retailers in Business 
Improvement Areas (BIA) 
holding the bag. 

He says retailers in 
Streetsville are asking “why 
are we paying the BIA tax to 
support people who bought 
property that openly admit 
theyre making more 
money holding the land.” 

Councillors considered a 
motion to refer the matter 
but in the end, voted to 
support the staff report and 
phase out the rebate. A staff 
review will be held in one 
year.

branch. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
was also on-hand to de- 
liver remarks, as her office 
has partnered with MHI to 
bring more awareness to 
the company and the pro- 
gram. 

Having made job op- 
portunities for youths an 
ongoing priority during 
her tenure via work with 
the Mayor’s Youth Em- 
ployment Expo and other 
initiatives, Crombie spoke 
about the need for creat- 
ing sustainable, beneficial 
work for talented youths in 
the area. 

“I remain committed to 
creating mutually benefi- 
cial connections between 
talented youth in search 
of employment and local 
community builders in 
need of talented youth,” 
she said. 

“With school now fin- 


ished, and many students 
now looking for oppor- 
tunities to start the next 
chapter of their lives, I en- 
courage them to apply.” 

MHI’s program is also 
supported by the Ontario 
Manufacturing Leaning 
Consortium, a non-profit 
organization that provides 
firms with training and de- 
velopment tools, as well as 
employee certification. 

Mississauga holds the 
largest cluster of aerospace 
companies in Canada by 
employment, and has over 
24,000 workers at 220 
aerospace companies in 
the city. 

Crombie said that she 
wants to continue helping 
those companies invest 
and expand.

We Rise Together report outlines 
challenges for Black youths in Peel 


Peel District School 
Board’s plan to support 
Black male students for the 
2017-18 school year was 
approved Monday night. 

The We Rise Together 
Accountability Report 
outlines a plan to 
help Black youths, via 
mandatory awareness 
training, the creation of an 
advisory council, an annual 
parent engagement event, 
resources to support Black 
mentorship programs 
in schools, and ongoing 
research to measure Black 
student achievement. 

The We Rise Together 
Plan was originally 
released in October 2016 
to identify and minimize 
the marginalization 
experienced by Black males 
in Peel board schools. 

Board staff will work 
with York University 
to measure Black male 
student achievement 
through ongoing, in-depth 


qualitative and quantitative 
research with students and 
their schools. 

The action plan for 
2017-18 is organized into 
four areas, which include 
communuity engagement, 
events to encourage Black 
student leadership and 
development, and bias 
awareness professional 
development. 

PDSB previously held 
their inaugural We Rise 
Together conference in 
May 2017, and is planning 
another conference for 
next year. A symposium 
is also planned for 
October 2017 which 
will be geared towards 
educators developing Black 
mentorship programs at 
the school level. 

The board will host a 
community event at the 
HJA Brown Education 
Centre on Sept. 23, 2017, 
to share the report and 
answer questions.

The History of the Brampton | 


Tennis Club 


Tennis has had a long 
and interesting history 
in Brampton. Reports of 
its popularity as a local 
recreational sport date back 
to the 1880's. 

Brampton Tennis Club 
originated in 1885 as part 
of the Brampton Amateur 
Athletic Association. 

This Association, among 
other activities, created the 
first organized tennis courts 
for the public on the Rosalea 
Park grounds. 

The location of the Club 
in Brampton changed from 
time to time during its 
first half-century or so of 
existence. 

However, in 1954, the 
Club sought assistance from 
the then Town of Brampton 
and was granted the use of 
part of Rosalea Park. 

That year, with the 
creation of four clay courts 
on land that had been used 
as a lacrosse pitch, our 
current location took root. 

Over the years, there have 
been significant changes 
such as overhead lighting, 
a clubhouse, additional clay 
courts as well as two hard 


courts, and an automatic 


sprinkler system. 

Thanks to the efforts of 
numerous Club members 
over the years, the 
popularity of tennis has 
grown in Brampton and 
our Club has become a 
significant landmark on the 
local sports scene. 

Three Club members — 
Amblo Wilby, Ralph Adsetts 
and Cecil Stokoe were 
officially recognized by the 
City for all their efforts and 
were inducted into the City 
of Brampton Sports Hall of 
Fame. 

Plaques to commemorate 
Amblo, Ralph and Cecil can 
be found in the Clubhouse. 


Recently, Bruce 
Carruthers and Bobby 
Mahal were _ recognized 
by the City and_ their 


plaques can be seen on our 
Clubhouse wall. 

Over the years hundreds 
of players have learned the 
game at the Club through 
well-designed lessons 
offered by excellent coaches. 

While most simply 
enjoyed recreational 
tennis, others with a more 
competitive nature took 
their game to a higher level.

Some former members

Ses 
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Parks and Recreation Master Plan 
endorsed by Brampton council 


Councillors at the City 
of Brampton — endorsed 
a Parks and Recreation 
Master Plan (PRMP) last 
week,. which is intended to 
provide a framework for the 
delivery of parks and open 
space, indoor and outdoor 
recreation facilities and 
recreational programming 
and services for Brampton, 
over the next 15 years. 

In a news release, the city 
said that the PRMP will not 
only build upon Brampton’s 
legacy of parks, recreational 
and sport facilities and 
program delivery, but will 
also offer recommendations 
along with a suggested time 
frame for its delivery. 

The Master Plan is part 
of the City’s “Future Ready” 
initiative”, which addresses 
trends in the area’s changing 
population and needs. The 
PRMP will evaluate existing 
parks, sports and recreation 
infrastructure, and _ also 
provide a financial plan 
to guide future decision- 


making. 
“The Parks and Recreation 
Master Plan reflects a 


new perspective that, I 
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believe, will better serve 
our changing demographics 
and their varied needs,” 
said Brampton Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey. 

“Over time, this will help 
us provide the most suitable 
parks and _ recreational 
facilities and programs in 
the right location, at the 
right scale to best meet the 
needs of our community.” 

One of the key priorities 
of the PRMP iss a focus on 
promoting health lifestyles 
for people and encouraging 
them to get more active. 

Some of the 
recommendations in the 
PRMP over the next 15 years 
include: 


¢ Construction of a multi- 
use community centre in 
Brampton West (west of 
Mississauga Road and north 
of Steeles). 

¢ Development of a new 
seniors’ centre to serve the 
Brampton East area 

¢ Strategically optimizing 
the City’s older and smaller 
community centres through 
redesign and redevelopment 

¢ Adding more than 240 


hectares of new parkland to 
the City’s inventory, guided 
by a Parkland Acquisition 
Strategy 

¢ Developing a prioritized 
list of parks for redeveloped 
through a Parkland Renewal 
Plan 

¢ Constructing aminimum 
of nine new ‘rectangular’ 
grass. fields, one new 
artificial turf field and three 
new cricket pitches. 


Multi-purpose trails/ 
bike lanes (active 
transportation), arts and 


culture facilities and natural 
heritage lands were not 
formally part of the PRMP. 

The PRMP was developed 
with the help of Monteith 
Brown Planning Consultants 
(lead) with Tucker-Reid & 
Associates and Swerhun 
Facilitation. 

The process included 
extensive public input that 
involved open houses, 
workshops, focus groups, 
interviews and _ online 
surveys.

Otoniel “Otto” 


Vélez Franceschi: 


Born: 
November 
29th, 1950 


Otto Velez (“Otto the 
Swatto) with the Jays from 
1977 to 1982. 

He was named the Blue 
Jays’ opening day designat- 
ed hitter in their first ever 
game on April 7, 1977, as 
he went 2 for 4 with a run, 
helping Toronto slam the 
Chicago White Sox 9-5. 

What a month he had 40 
years ago! Velez was named 
AL MVP for April. He hit a 
torrid .442 with 5 HR and 18 
RBI in 21 games. Otto had a 
strong first season with the 
Jays--a .256 batting average 
with 16 HR and 62 RBI in 
120 games. 

Velez saw his offensive 
production dip in 1978, as 
he hit .266 with 9 HR and 38 
RBI in 91 games, but despite 
appearing in only 99 games 
in 1979, Velez improved to a 
.288 batting average with 15 
HR and 48 RBI. 

Velez had his best sea- 
son in 1980 In 104 games, 
he hit .269 with 20 HR and 


62 RBI. On May 4 that year, 
Velez hit four home runs in 
a doubleheader against the 
Cleveland. 

Velez hit one of each pos- 
sible home run in the dou- 
bleheader, that is, a solo, 


two-run, three-run home 
run as well as a grand slam. 
In other words---”hitting for 
the cycle” in home runs. His 
home run and RBI totals 
were the second highest on 
the team. 

Velez struggled in 1981, 
appearing in 80 games, bat- 
ting .213 with 11 HR and 28 
RBI. 

In 1982, Velez appeared 
in only 28 games with To- 
ronto, hitting .192 with 1 HR 
and 5 RBI. On September 7, 
the Blue Jays released Velez. 


Otto Velez appeared in 
637 games during his career, 
hitting .251 with 78 HR and 
272 RBI. He collected 452 
career hits.

The second running of 
the RBC Canadian Open 5k 
Golf Run is scheduled for 
Saturday, July 22 at Glen 
Abbey Golf Club in Oakville.

They are no strangers 
to the golf world either, 
as they have organized 
numerous charity golf 
tournaments and represent 
several pro golfers, includ- 
ing Brittany Marchand, 
Ryan Williams and Jim 
Rutledge. 

“When we met with Golf 
Canada they wanted to add 
an event that would build 
awareness with the general 
public that may not neces- 
sarily be regular golfers,” 
states race director Brody 
Coles. 

“People that love golf and 
consider it their main sport 


are well aware of the tour- 
nament. However, there is a 
broader scope of folks that 
need a little of enticement 
to attend. Having an op- 
portunity to run on the very 
golf course that top golf 
pros will be playing in just 
a few days is an interest- 
ing concept,” commented 
Coles.

From two-dimensional to three-dimensional at the Mississauga Library

Have you visited your 
local library lately? It’s defi- 
nitely worth checking out 
the new 3D printing pro- 
gram now offered at seven 
branches of the Mississauga 
Library. 

The following sites offer 
3D printing: Central Li- 
brary, Erin Meadows, South 
Common, Burnhamthorpe, 
Courtneypark, Malton, and 
Meadowvale. 

Alex MacCutchan is the 
acting area manager, Area 2 
and the acting manager for 
the Churchill Meadows Li- 
brary. He said 3D printing 
is part of the Maker Mis- 
sissauga Initiative, “which 
aims to deliver skills based 
programming to library 
users of all ages.” 

Printing costs $1 plus 
HST for the initial set up, 
plus five cents per minute 
plus HST for the time need- 


ed to print. A small, sample 
print may take about 45 

minutes and there is a four- 
hour maximum per person. 

Financial support, from 
the Ontario Ministry of 
Tourism, Culture and 
Sport, alongside help from 
the City’s IT department, 
has allowed the library to 
expand Maker Mississauga 
programs. 

With the popularity 
of science, technology, 
engineering, arts and math 
programming (STEAM), 
this component of Maker 
Mississauga is a logical 
complement. 

“3D printing helps de- 
velop many STEAM based 
skills as it asks users to 
utilize creativity, design, 
engineering, and problem 
solving skills when design- 
ing items to be printed on 
the 3D printers,” Mac- 
Cutchan said. 

Embracing new technol-

ogies is how library systems 
such as Mississauga’s are 
capturing new audiences 
and redefining the use of 
their spaces. Some other 
Maker Mississauga pro- 
grams include robotics, 
digital filmmaking, and 
coding. 

“3D printing is one way 
in which we are offering 
our customers the chance 
to utilize our locations as 
creative spaces in addition 
to the traditional library 
services we offer,” added 
MacCutchan. 

It varies by branch, but 
3D printing is most popular 
among children and adults: 
3D Printer Certification 
programs are available. 
Call the specific library for 
details. 

“Children typically print 
off the quick menu items 
while adults attend certi- 
fication training programs 
which allows them to print

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off their own creations,” 
MacCutchan said. 

As new libraries are being 
built, Makerspace program- 
ming is being included, it 
is not an afterthought: the 
Meadowvale branch opened 
in fall 2016 with 3D print- 
ing. As opportunities arise 
Mississauga will consider 
expanding 3D printing.

When dramatic soprano 
singer Othalie Graham, of 
Brampton, saw a perfor- 
mance by legendary opera 
singer Leontyne Price— her 
life was forever changed. 

Earlier this year Gra- 
ham honoured Price in a 
biographic opera called “A 
Life in Opera - Celebrat- 
ing Leontyne Price” with 
the Springfield Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Her dad, who died in 
1998, bought the tickets to 
see Price for Graham and 
her mother when she was in 
elementary school: a “pivot- 
al moment.” 


One of Graham’s teach- 
ers— Mrs. Wallace— who 
herself was opera singer, 
said Graham had a special 
gift and could be an opera 
singer. Graham recalls Mrs. 
Wallace had a beautiful fur 
coat, which Graham adored. 
The teacher told Graham 
that if she became an opera

singer she could have a fur 
coat. 

Those words inspired and 
helped to support Graham, 
who now- with much 
acclaim— sings in operas 
all around the world. One 
of her favourite roles is the 
Chinese Princess Turandot 
in Puccini’s opera of the 
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same name. Graham has 
earned accolades for her 
work, including first-place in 
the Wagner Division of the 
Liederkranz Competition 
and first place in the Gerda 
Lissner International Vocal 
Competition in the Wagner 
Division. 

Proudly Canadian and 
now living in Philadelphia, 
Graham was thrilled when 
she received a star on 
Brampton’s Walk of Fame 
last year. It meant a lot for 
Graham to be recognized by 
her hometown and see her 
name in concrete. 

“The mayor sent a lovely 
letter. It is overwhelming to 
be recognized by your city, 
an honour, but I was heart- 
broken that my dad wasn’t 


there, the sacrifices he made 
so I could be who I am,” said 
Graham. 

Her mother, who still 
lives in Brampton, has also 
been a tremendous support. 
Graham visits as much as 
she can, sometimes once 
a month. She has great 
memories of growing up in 
Brampton. 

“Brampton is such a great 
place to grow up, it was so 
safe.” 

Along her road to 
stardom, Graham has had 
several teachers and coaches 
who believed in her ability 
and taught her technical 
skills as well as soft skills, 
how to greet heads of state, 
the business, and coping 
with rejection. 


Graham’s first profession- 
al part was in 2004/2005 
in Turandot in the title role. 
She has also played Aida— 
a role Price also played, 
Serena in Porgy and Bess, 
Tosca, Strauss’ Elektra 
and countless others. She 
has performed in recitals: 
Beethoven’s Ninth with The 
Philadelphia Orchestra, 
Verdi Requiem Mississippi 
Symphony Orchestra, Opera 
de Montreal, to name a few. 
Minnie from La Fanciul- 
la del West is her second 
favourite role, one that she 
portrays often: Aida, Turan- 
dot are other parts she plays 
regularly.

Water safety tips for a happy summer

Spending time swimming 
in the pool, splashing in the 
lake or playing at the beach 
are what make summer so 
special, but it’s important to 
remember to stay safe. 

Before you start making 
waves this summer, here’s a 
refresher about water safety 
rules. 

According to the 
Canadian Red Cross, an 
average of 152 people 
drowned in Peel annually 
from 2009 to 2014. 

Sara Bartley, 
communications manager 
for the Region of Peel, said 
that most drowning deaths 
occur from May to August 
and certain demographics 
are more prone to drowning 
fatalities, including children 
aged one to four and males 
aged 15 and up, “somewhat 
dependent on the activity,” 
Bartley added. 

Spending time at 
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the cottage is a great 
summer pastime, but take 
precautions so you'll have 
more visits in the future. 
The most recent report 
from the Canadian Red 
Cross (2009-2014) states 
42 per cent of deaths 

by drowning in Ontario 
occurred in a lake. 

Peel Region is known to 
have beautiful and soothing 
rivers, streams and creeks, 
but don’t be misled by the 
tranquility. The same report 
states that 20 per cent of 
drowning deaths happened 
in rivers/streams/creeks. 
Drowning deaths involving 
private pools accounted for 
13 per cent of water-related 
fatalities according to the 
aforementioned report. 

Before you head to the 
pool or lake, check the 
weather conditions and 
know your swimming 
ability: don’t underestimate 
the power of currents. Swim 
or play with buddy and keep 


an eye on children, the Red 
Cross suggests. 

“The absence of adult 
supervision is a factor in 
most child fatalities. Always 
actively watch children 
around water, even if they 
can swim, and stay close 
enough to assist your 
children if they get into 
trouble while they are in 
the water,” the Red Cross 
advises. 

To keep your backyard 
pool safe, the Red Cross 
says to “build a fence that 
has a self-closing and 
self-latching gate; keep the 
gate closed with restricted 
access at all times. Refer to 
your municipal bylaws for 
fencing requirements. Have 
readily accessible reaching 
or throwing assists, a 
working phone and first aid 
kit.” 

The Red Cross has 
several tips to help keep you 
and your family safe this 
summer whether you are on

open water, in the backyard 
pool or using recreational 
water toys. More water 
safety tips are available at 
www.redcross.ca. A Water 
Safety Public Education 
Resource Guide can also be 
downloaded. 

Don’t drink and play: 
There is no safe way to mix 
alcohol or drugs with water 
activities. 

Non-swimmers should 
wear a lifejacket at all times: 
This will help your child to 
stay at the surface in the 
event of an unexpected 
fall into the water. The 
child should practice 
righting him/herself and 
moving while wearing the 
lifejacket in a controlled 
environment. It is really 
important to remember 
that lifejackets and PFDs 
(personal flotation devices) 
are not a substitute for 
adult supervision. 

Take all toys out of pools 
when you get out: Children

are often attracted to toys 
floating in the pool and 
can easily fall in if trying 
to reach for one. Help 
your kids by removing 
temptation; make sure 
pools are clear of toys when 
people are out of the water. 
¢ Regularly check tow 
ropes for wear and tear 
eAlways wear appropriate 
lifejackets 
eAlways have a driver and 
a spotter 
*Have pre-established 
communication/hand 
signals 


¢ Don’t fall for peer 
pressure 

Remove all jewelry, 
watches, shoes, glasses, etc. 
before using water toys. 

Consult the Red Cross 
for information about how 
to choose a life jacket/ 
personal flotation device.

Why I Love Canada

In helping strangers 
become friends 10 
years ago in 2007, our 
Mississauga South 
community was able, in 
2017, to welcome more 
strangers as new friends. 
Our Canadian habit 
of settlement has been 
going on for hundreds of 
years, when First Nations 
accommodated the arrival 
of millions of global 
refugees at the end of the 
18th century. 

It was a grey January day 
in 2017, with a biting wind 
that swirled snow pellets 
in the air. A fire engine red 
pick-up truck was being 
loaded with a bunk bed 
that my daughters had 
outgrown. 

A short man and his two 
tall spindly sons worked 
to fit the mattresses onto 
the truck. These members 
of our church committee 
were helping our Syrian 


refugee family to move into 
its permanent home, one 
year after their arrival in 
Canada. 

The bunk bed was our 
contribution for their two 
daughters. The girls would 
attend the same school as 
did my own. As I watched 
the bed being taken away, 
I wondered what hopeful 
dreams and happy chats the 
sisters would enjoy. 

The Syrian family was 
moved to within walking 
distance of a public library 
and a settlement agency, 
located in a shopping mall. 

Ten years before, in 
2007, my daughters had 
volunteered with parents 
on my school council 
committee to organize 
first-of-a-kind community 
meetings at the shopping 
mall, that invited adults 
into information sessions 
in the settlement agency, 
and organized activities for 
children and youth in the 
library. The community 
had some of the oldest and 


wealthiest generations 

of residents, and also the 
newest and poorest global 
refugees from war torn 
areas. 

Long-time residents and 
newcomer parents were 
shy in the meetings at 
first because we each were 
unfamiliar with language, 
face, faith and customs 
that were represented from 
all continents. But the 
adult friendships had to 
pull together, in order to 
keep up with the children 
and youth, who were not 
shy with each other, at 
all. Many of the children 
were fast friends from 


participating in a school 
choir, where they pranked 
Canadian Idol’ in between 
rehearsals. 

In early 2009, when the 
H1N1 swine flu pandemic 
hit, the friendships 
helped fight fear as the 
practical lessons learned in 
managing the global 2003 
SARS epidemic were taught 
to new people. Newcomer 
moms became bold to 
chat with each other while 
waiting for their students 
riding school buses. Hand 
sanitizer and tissues were 
passed around to whoever 
was in need. 

Later in 2009, the

strengthened friendships 
helped to fill a meeting 

on the future of the 

public library with more 
than 300 people from 

the community. Instead 

of closure, the decision 

was made to refurbish 

the library and a unique 
partnership with the 
settlement agency led to 
investments that co-created 
a shared computer resource 
centre. 

By 2010, the effects of the 
global recession hit Ontario 
especially hard, as jobs 
were lost and supports for 
settlement services suffered 
from tighter budgets. The 
strengthening partnership 
between the library, schools 
and settlement agency kept 
an eye on the future - the 
students were doing better 
in school. 

In 2015, the federal 
government immigration 
policy pivoted in response 
to urgent need. Canada 
decided to welcome 25,000 
Syrian refugees as well as 
increase immigrant family 
reunification. 


People who gathered 
in 2009 to keep open the 
public library were now 
organizing into committees 
to welcome and support the 
first Syrian refugee family 
arrivals. Government and 
charities spearheaded 
resources into the Sheridan 
community, because 
systems and relationships 
were already in place 
to continue the work of 
making friends, learning 
language and building a 
future for children in the 
public schools. 

When the man and his 
sons drove away in the fire- 
red truck, I picked up the 
phone to call my long-time 
friend whose daughters also 
helped us in the welcoming 
meetings held in 2007. I 
told her that my daughters’ 
bed would once again help 
sisters dream and chat 
happily about activities in 
their nearby library and a 
public school.
